reviewing its policy on 
free-standing, degree-granting 
institutions. This in turn has 
implications for the university's 
request that its charter be 
amended to add the degree 


designations Bachelor of Arts 
(BA), of Sciences (B.Sc), and of 
Education (B.Ed). 


Redeemer College is 
celebrating the occasion by 
inviting former board members, 
alumni, and parents to the 
university Sept 28 & 29 for an 
event filled weekend. The 
weekend will begin Friday 
morning witha parent-led 
Chapel service. The evening will 
begin with an Alumnist led 
vesper service. Topping off the 
evening will be a Kaleidoscope of 
student and alumni talent and a 
late night pep-rally and bon fire. 
Saturday will begin with an early 
morning Alumni buffet breakfast 
in the Visitors Inn Restaurant. 


This will be an opportunity for 
you to meet your board.

Alumni Leadership Scholarships Instituted 


As reported in earlier issues of 
Images, the Alumni Board 
proposed to the University a 
transfer of the pool fund to the 
Redeemer Foundation as part of 
the LIFT campaign. 


This proposal has been 
approved by Administrative 
Council. Beginning in 1990 - 91, 
two Leadership Scholarships 


will be funded and awarded by 
the Alumni Association. 


A Leadership Scholarship is a 
$9,000 grant, given in four yearly 
instalments, available to one 
qualified applicant from every 
secondary school in Eastern 
Canada. To be eligible, a student 
must have demonstrated 
leadership qualities in school 


and/or through Christian service 
in the church or community. 


Even though the Alumni 
Association is very young, it can 
be actively involved in the life and 
direction of our Alma Mater. A 
year from now, we hope to 
publish an article on the first 
recipients of the Alumni 
Leadership Scholarships. a
